GENERAL REMARKS, 


During the past summer I have caused a vast pile of our own 
laws, journals and documents, the accumulations of the past twenty 
years, to be assorted and conveniently arranged in the Armcry, and 
have taken a full and complete inventory of all books, pamphlets, 
maps and charts, under my charge, The last catalogue of the Li- 
brary was published in 1871. Since that time numerous additions 
have been made to the Law Department, and I herewith present a 
complete list of all the law books now in the Library. 


SUPREME COURT REPORTS. 


Under the act of 1875, 1,000 copies of volume 4 of our Re- 
ports have Leen stereotyped and printed at a cost of $2,100.50. The 
legislative appropriation for the volume was $2,000, leaving a defi- 
ciency of $100.50. The cost of the volume over the legislative 
appropriation is due to its increased size, it being 100 pages larger 
than any of the prior volumes, and 130 pages larger than the 
number preseribed by law. In view of the increase in business in 
the Supreme Court, I would suggest that the statutory size of future 
volumes be fixed at not less than six hundred pages, and the legisla- 
tive appropriation for their payment at $2.25 per volume. This 
being done, the sale price should be fixed at $3.00. Under the law 
as it now stands, the State selling at $2.25 per volume, giving away 
as it does to other States and our own officers nearly 100 copies, is 
not re-imbursed for their cost, while the books will sell as readily at 
$3.00 and the Library be correspondingly benefited. The price of 
volumes 1, 2, and 3, fixed under the statute of 1870 at $5.00 should 


be made uniform with subsequent volumes. 
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REPORTS OF STATE OFFICERS. 


T renew my recommendation, made in 1874, that, State officers be 
required to deposit 100 copies of their reports in the State Library, t to 
be bound in volumes for distribution among the States and Terri- 
tories, 


LAW REGULATING LIBRARY. 


Chapter 75 of the General Statutes needs amendment fo corres- 
pond with Sec. 8, Art. VI. of the constitution, which places the 
Library under the control of the Reporter of the Supreme Court, I 
would suggest also that a reasonable allowance be made for the 
services of an assistant, rendered necessary by the growth of the Li- 
brary, the increase in business and longer terms of court. 


LEGISLATIVE MANUAL. 


By a joint-resolution of the Legislature at its last session the State 
Librarian was direeted to prepare a manual containing the rules of 
each House, joint-rules, and other items of information useful to the 
Legislature at that session. A similar work for use during the com- 
ing session of the Legislature, but much more full and complete in 
statistical information, has been prepared, the manuscript of which 
is at the service of the Legislature. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The exhibits hereto attached show the receipts and expenditures of 
the Library since my last report. The vouchers therefor are open 


to legislative inspection as provided by the general appropriation act 
of 1875. 


DEFICIENCIES. 


The appropriations for 1875 and 1876 have been insufficient to 
defray expenses. I have expended $111.41 more than allowed, 
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besides bills still unpaid of the State Journal Company of $29.25, 
Leighton & Brown, $83.60 for stationery, and H. C. Smith, $117.55 
for stoves. These sums together with $100.50 due on volume 4, 
before referred to, I respeetfully submit to the Legislature for 
payment. . M 
Although the Library is still lacking many important works in its 
Law Department, I do not think any appropriation is necessary for 
their purchase, aside from the income derived from sales of the Re- 
ports. I have made, however, a careful estimate of expenses for 
the years 1877, 1878, and first quarter of the year 1879, and submit 
the same herewith.
